Home-Grown Hop-Up: 


Bizarre Shoplifting Attempt Leads to First 
Marijuana Find in City in Several Years 


What started out as a routine in- 
vestigation of a shoplifting in 
which the suspect had already 
been caught, this week turned in- 
to the Menlo Park police depart- 
ment’s first marijuana find in the 
city in many years. 

A complaint was signed this 
week charging Allen K. Gorg, 23- 
year-old Stanford law student who 
is currently working as a gardener 
here, with possession of the drug. 
Police Chief George Potter said 
Inspector William Kieler was re- 
sponsible for the find: ——- 

-Gorg, who gave his address 
as 323 Oakwood pla¢e, first came 
under the scrutiny of the law at 


8:32 p. m. Saturday, as he was | 


apprehended by employees 
while trying to leave the Buy 
’n’ Save market, 75 Middlefield 
road, with a large assortment of 
unpaid-for groceries hidden in 
his elothes, police say. 

He was booked at the county 
jail and Monday, Inspector Kieler 
was dispatched on a routine search 
of his rooms to find out if any 
other stolen lot could be recovered. 

Gorg, who was listed as grad- 
uating from Stanford university’s 
school of law last June, was an 
editor of the Stanford Law Review 
during part of his college career. 

He told officers that he was a 
Phi Beta Kappa from UCLA. 

Officers, ‘meanwhile, said a 
check of the record showed the 
young man had been previously 
arrested, twice, on charges of pos- 
session of narcotics but had been 
released both times. 

Meanwhile, 'Gorg’s father had 
arrived from Los Angeles where 
the family makes its home, and 
had found a large tub of plants 
growing under a wash stand in his 
son’s room. He moved the tub to 
the back porch while cleaning the 
room. 

The inspector, making his in- 
vestigation, stumbled on to the 
weeds in the latter location. 
INCH BY INCH 

With the full coopération of the 
landlord, police reported, they 
conducted. an inch-by-inch search 
of the premises and‘{n a drawer 
located somie leaves and seeds of 
marijuana which were apparently 
being dried for use, 

Subsequently they questioned 
the suspect. He told them he had 
found a clump of the narcotic-pro- 
ducing bush growing beside the 
gatage on the premises and had 
taken. it indoors. 

Gorg denied that he had ever 
prepared marijuana for sale. 

The arrest leading up to the 
marijuana find was not without 
its interesting points: 

Gorg was seen leaving the Buy 

n’sSave market at 57 Middlefield 

aa at 8:32 p. m. Saturday night, 
carrying a couple of packages of 
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cookies which he allegedly had- 
n’t paid for. 

Accosted by employee Kurt Ste- 
phens, he attempted to run but 
was collared before he could make 
off in his automobile. 

Co-owner Sam Butera signed a 
citizens’ arrest form for the man; 
he was taken to the police station 
and frisked with the result, accord- 
ing to police, that the following 
items were recovered: 

One package of bacon, a pound 
of butter, a box of frozen razz- 
berries, a package of frozen sir- 
loin tips with mushrooms, a half 
pint of olive oil, a jar of logan- 
berry jam and an ice cream 
sandwich. 

The marijuana find was the first 
in the area since 1951, when a cul- 
tivated patch was located off Al- 
pine road, in unincorporated ter- 
ritory west of the city. 

During the same year, police 
and federal narcotics agents, how- 
ever, uncovered an opium cache 
in a residence on San Antonio 
street in Menlo Park, and arrested 
one man on charges of possession 
of that drug.

250,000 Reside 
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Parking Plan 
Hearings Open 
Before Council 


Up for its first official public 
hearing last night as the Record- 
er went to press was the proposal 
to create, by assessment district, 
three new public parking plazas on 
the southerly side of Santa Cruz 
avenue. 

Although this was to be the 
first scheduled official hearing for 
the $200,000 plan to create 224 new 
offstreet parking spaces, compara- 
tively little opposition to the pro- 
posal was being anticipated yes- 
terday by city officials. They ap- 
parently believed that most of the 
heat had gone out of the subject 
during the long months of discus- 
sion that led up to the proposal 
finally presented. 

No written protests were on 
file against the plan at the city 
hall yesterday, and while a few 
persons were expected to enter 
oral protests at the hearing, it was 
not expected they would approach 
the 51 per cent of property own- 
ers in the district necessary to 
block the assessment proceedings. 


THREE AREAS 

Provided expectations are real- 
ized and the project goes ahead, 
it will provide three plazas adja- 
cent to the alley now running be- 
hind commercial parcels on the 
southerly side of Santa Cruz. The 
most westerly plaza, which will 
accommodate some 80 autos, will 
open off either side of Evelyn 
street. The central unit of the 
plan will be an area of some 32- 
car capacity opening off the east- 
erly side of Crane street. The more 
easterly plaza will open off both 
sides of Curtis street and will al- 
low parking area for some 112 
cars. 

Cost of the project is to be 
borne by commercial properties 
on both sides of the avenue, with 
the largest share assessed 
against those directly adjoining 
the plazas. 


Last night’s hearing marked the 
culmination of almost two years of 
work by private citizens, commer- 
cial property owners, businesmen 
and city officials to provide addi- 
tional free parking spaces in the 
downtown. shopping distriet. 

City Enginer Edwin H. Smith 
yesterday told the Recorder that 
unless the city would be in posi- 
tion to advance about $100,000 for 
the project, work on the new 
plazas probably could not begin 
until late summer. 

If such a sum could be ad- 
vanced or a bond posted in sim- 
ilar amount, Smith said, it. might 
be possible to open bids for the 
work in April and have the plazas 
ready for use “sometime around 
the Fourth of July.” 

Meanwhile, in other actions last 
night, the city council was to put 
its final stamp of approval on re- 
zoning actions which would create 
additional offstreet parking be- 
tween the proposed plazas and 
Menlo avenue in connection with 
two new supermarkets soon to be 
built. (See story on Page 2.)

Expected to be appointed te 
Menlo Park’s governing city coun- 
cil last night as the Recorder went 
to press was Vaile S. Andrus. 
Andrus, who will fill the vacan- 
ey created by the recent resigna- 
tion of former Mayor Michael L.

New Construction 
Starts at Stanford 
Shopping Center 


STANFORD — Construction of 
three additional buildings in the 
$15,000,000 Stanford shopping cen- 
ter has been authorized by the Un- 
iversity’s board of trustees, it was 
announced yesterday by President 
Wallace Sterling. 

At an estimated total cost of 
$560,000, work will begin immedi- 
ately on the 79,900-square-foot 
shell of one of the major build- 
ings and on two smaller buildings 
to house restaurants, on the site 
just south of Menlo Park. 

The large, single-story building 
will be finished off later to pro- 
vide space for 26 tenants at an ad- 
ditional cost of approximately 
$950,000, according to Alf FE. Bran- 
din, executive officer for Stanford 
land development. 

The Stanford board has ac- 
cepted proposals from all 26 
tenants and leases are in the fi- 
nal stages of negotiation, Bran- 
din stated. The occupants will 
include banks, clothing and 
shoe stores, jewelry and a wide 
range of specialty shops.

» New Headquarters Station Expected fo Help 
Fire District Meet Prevention Bureau Need 


Opening of Menlo Park Fire Dis- 
trict’s new headquarters station is 
expected to help overcome many 
of the existing inefficiencies of 
the district, and personnel turnov- 
er has been reduced owing to mi- 
nor. salary adjustments granted 
during the calendar year just past. 

So ‘reports Chief Thomas F. 
Cuff, in his annual report submit- 
ted last week to the Menlo Park 
Fire District board of commission- 
crs. 

“Continued growth of the dis- 
trict brings with it Many new pro- 
blems,” Cuff observes. “The de- 
velopment of residential and busi- 
ness areas of our territory make 
increased fire protection and a 
larger fire prevention bureau an 
absolute. necessity if we are to con- 
sider the minimum standards of 
safety for the lives and property 
of the citizens of our district. 

_ “Although the importance of 
fire prevention cannot be over- 
emphasized, the fire prevention 
bureau is completely inadequate 
and continues to grow less ade- 
quate each year. 

“The fire marshal must spend 
a good deal of time with building 
Inspectors, health department re- 
presentatives and architects on 
new construction of places of pu- 
blic assembly such as schools and 
churches. 

“This leaves little or no time 
to spend on other equally import- 
ant functions of this office. Thefe 
should be at least three more men 
assigned to this bureau.”

Completion of Bayshore 
freeway in the next two years will 
render its position untenable; it

A fire alarm system for the 
business districts in the area — 
a measure suggested by the Board 
of Fire Underwriters'of the Paci- 
fic—is once again referred to as 
a necessity in the district. 

“It has been found that the 
greatest percentage of large 
fire losses in this district have 
been caused by delayed alarms. 

The district should work out a 

system of setting money aside, 
each year, for the acquisition of 
such an alarm system, new sta- 
tions, and new permanent equip- 
ment, Cuff observes. 

This is the result of people dis- 
covering fire iate at night and 
having no means of transmitting 
the alarm to the fire depart- 
ment.” 

“T feel we have excellent offi- 
cers and personnel. Unfortunate- 
ly it is necessary for our men to 
do outside work to increase their 
financial income so as to meet the 
continued high cost of living,” 
Cuff continues. : 

“The men are interested and 
anxious to do a good job, but with 
increased construction, and new 
streets, subdivisions, etc., a good 
deal of off shift time should be 
given to observing these changing 
conditions. 

“The necessity for off shift work 
due to our low pay scale does not 
give the men an Opportunity to 
learn the district as they should. 

“This will eventually lead to a 
breakdown in the efficiency of the 
fire district and its training pro- 
gram.”

New Americans: 


Foreign Born Have Fun, Learn Language 
Of Adopted Land at Adult Evening School 


By LOUISE BOGGESS 
(First of two articles) 


Considerable humor and _ per- 
sonal satisfaction—with a little 
pathos thown in, now and again— 
those are some of the compensa- 
tions realized by a teacher of 
“English to the Foreign Born” at 
Menlo - Atherton adult evening 
school. 

When Mrs. Eugenia Hartig de 
cided to teach in Menlo-Atherton 
evening school she didn’t know 
how heart warming it could be to 
teach the tongue to those who 
have adopted the U. S. as their 
home. 

Mrs. Hartig grew up in the mid- 
dlewest and had Yugoslavian-born 
parents. In helping her father at 
the family’s store, she dealt with 
a variety of nationalities. 

In college she majored in 
speech and drama, and later trav- 
gled with her husband doing sum- 
mer stock. This training in drama, 
together with childhood back- 
ground has enabled her to build 
a course in English for the foreign 
born from scratch. 

As she points out, “There are 
no textbooks or set-up courses. 
Through trial and error you find 
out what helps the student 
most.” 

In the class which meets on 
Mondays and Wednesdays, she has 
found that often the students help 
each other. 

There is one older couple from 
Italy in the class. When she calls 
on the man, he sometimes ex- 
claims, “It doesn’t soak in.” 

His wife leans across the aisle 
and punches him, “Papa, you do 
what teacher says.” And he does! 

But all students do not have this 
motivating force. 

AIDED BY TOME 

A Chinese wife in her late 
twenties has come to rely upon a 
dictionary her husband gave her. 
Her husband, a GI, married and 
brought her to America. She ex 
plained her parents died in the in- 
vasion because of no doctors and | 
there is a grandmother, who is| 
very old, still in China.

Mrs. Hartig let a serious al- 
most pathetic expression cloud 
her face. “They all have such 
courage. They leave their own 
country and come to a new land 
to begin again, right at the age 
when most Americans are retir- 
ing to take it easy.”

Your City’s Business 
U.S. Seeks 
Profit 
City Made 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

Last week the long awaited price 
tag on Stanford Village was an- 
nounced by Public Housing Ad- 
ministration. The gross price of 
$16,000 per acre carried a discount 
to Stanford university of about 
$1180 an acre due to anticipated 
termination costs of its housing 
project. The first offer to pur- 
chase goes to Stanford university 
at the appraised price. If the Uni 
versity determines to purchase 
the available 78.72 acres, it will 
then be in a position to sell 35 to 
Stanford Research Institute and 
an additional 6 to 10 to Menlo 
Park School District if they wish 
to purchase at that price. 

The city’s prime interest is 
in retaining the Institute, which 
is eager to get started on a build- 
ing program that may ultimately 
reach $4,500,000. This would 
make them many times over our 
city’s largest industry. The num- 
ber of employees now exceeds 
900, again by many times our 
largest payroll. 


We had been hopeful that the 
price would be lower. Although 
the price may be justifiable, it is 
near the top range of what it 
might bring on the open market. 
and the purchaser is certainly get 
ting no break. 

The land cost the government 
less than $1000 an acre when it 
was purchased about 1943. It was 
then zoned for single family res 
idential, 10,000 square foot mini- 
‘mum size. Its maximum value 
with that zoning based on the 
highest sale in Menlo Park of 
which I know, would be about 
$10,500 an acre. 

About two years ago the city 
rezoned Stanford Village to our 
garden - type office building 
zone due to the success which 
was attending the development 
of our Linfield Oaks property. 

We feel that the difference be- 
tween $16,000 and $10,500 was due 
to the city’s rezoning. If a private 
individual owned the property he 
would, of course, pocket this pro- 
fit. However, he would have been 
paying taxes in the interim. 

The Government has held the 
property for about 12 years with- 
out paving more than token taxes. 
It would seem that there should 
be some credit to the city to re- 
compense for this’ period when 
the Government speculated in our 
land on a tax-free basis.

TIME TO EVALUATE 


Editor, the Recorder: 


It is time that the residents of this area 
evaluate very carefully the importance of the 
issues involved in the forthchoming high school 
bond election. It particularly behooves all of us 
to consider not only the merits of the bond pro- 
posal itself, but the motives and sincerity of 
both the proponents and opponent sof the bond 
issue. 

The bond, proposal was made by the Sequoia 
Citizens Council and adopted by the Board of 
Trustees. For those who have not the inclina- 
tion or the time to have studied the needs of 
our high school district thoroughly it would ap- 
pear that there should be sufficient confidence 
in our duly elécted representatives on the Board 
to consider favorably any proposal which they 
might make. The personnel of the Board is 
composed of leaders in the community—The 
Chairman was recently elected man of the year 
in Redwood City for his leadership and service 
to his community, another member of the Board 
was recently elected President of the California 
Association of Realtors, another is President of 
the County Bar Association, another a past 
President of the 17th District P.T.A., and an- 
other has had FBI experience—certainly all of 
them persons of honesty, integrity and civic 
leadership. These Board members serve with- 
out remuneration with the rimary purpose of 
serving the needs of our children to the best 
of their ability. 

The Sequoia Citizens’ Council is a group of 70 
residents ot the Sequoia Union High School 
District who volunteered their services to the 
Board in an advisory capacity. They have spent 
many months objectively studying the needs of 
the District and sincerely are attempting to 
solve some of the District’s problems. Their 
membership is known, their meetings and mem- 
bership are open to the public. Their only 
motive is public service for the betterment of 
the community through its future citizens. 

Their proposal for needed high hschool con- 
struction has been endorsed by over 35 reput- 
able organizations representing labor ,teachers, 
church groups, P.T.A.’s, civic and fraternal or- 
ganizations. 

On the other hand there are a few vocifer- 
ous individuals and an organization called the 
Peninsula Civic Interest League who continually 
criticize proposals of the Board of Trustees and 
the Council.

After the surprise resignation of Dr. Clyde 
Ogden on February 18, Col. Louis Weiss, who 
had in the past vociferously opposed the passage 
of the Sequoia High School District bond issue, 
is quoted in the “Tribune” of February 19 as 
stating that in view of the developments, he will 
withdraw his opposition to the March 1 issue. 

It must be evident to the thinking public that 
Col. Weiss has. allowed his hatred of the super- 
intendent, Dr. Ogden, to delay for over a year 
the passage of a bond issue that would provide 
additional schools for our ever increasing school 
population. 

An inadequate number of class rooms has 
a detrimental effect on the future growth apd 
prosperity of this community. An industry em- 
ploying a large number of workers would be 
hesitant to come into a community that could 
not adequately provide schools for the children 
of its employees—not to mention those children 
already here. 

Col. Weiss implies that now that Dr. Ogden 
has resigned, the coming bond issue should pass. 
The need for the schools existed before, but 
Col. Weiss would rather see our children go 
without adequate schools if by so doing he could 
force the resignation of Dr. Ogden. 

The most significant fact that emerges from 
the resignation of Dr. Ogden and the statement 
of Col. Weiss is the contrast between the two 
men, Dr. Ogden is a man of such integrity and 
understanding that he is willing to jeopardize 
his career and step down from his position of 
superintendent if by so doing classrooms will 
be provided for the children he has devoted 
his life to educate. : : 

The prime purpose of a superintendent. is to 
create an atmosphere in which principals and 
teachers can function to the best of their ability. 
The recently published results of the Iowa Tests 
demonstrate that during the past six years the 
standard of scholarship in this school district 
has been raised from mediocrity to almost 
‘double the national average.

That brings me to the question of Dr. Ogden’s 
resignation to eliminate himself from the bond 
campaign, my opposition to this bond issue is 
not and was not ever intended to be on a per- 
sonal basis, on the contrary the ill advised 
program that is the handiwork of his adminis- 
tration and his captive committee, was and is 
in question. Ke: 

In conclusion ! wish to state that it is un- 
fortunate that only the Superintendent, and not 
the program also, was sacrificed in an effort 
to gain public suppert.

This mandate of the people should 
not be interpreted to mean that the voters are 


. unmindful of the desirability of providing ade- 


quate classrooms. The voters have simply point- 
ed out, not once, but twice, that they are dis- 
satisfied with the nature of the building pro- 
gram which the Trustees are trying to force 
upon them—for the third time. 

I am sure that everyone will agree with me 
that an adequate number of classrooms is: essen- 
tial, and we all know that these classrooms: will 
certainly be provided. Furthermore they could 
have been started long ago if a common sense 
and financially sound building program had 
been submitted to the electorate in the firs’ 
place. ' 

In view of the fact, however, that the Trus- 
tees have seen fit to ignore the wishes of the 
voters who elected them to office, it geems to 
me that the only way they can be made to sub- 
mit a practical and financially sound building 
program is for us to continue to defeat proposals 
such as the one coming up on March 1.

Maintaining of Lawns Takes Work, but Not As Much as It Might Seem at First Glance 


By TERRY LEE 


Those who are staggered by 
reading how many times they 
should fertilize their lawns might 
do better to consider a three-times 
a year program. I have found that 
three applications of a good dry 
fertilizer have given consistently 
excellent results. 

The first application in March 
gives grass a head start on 
weeds; the second in early May 
provides a further boost before 
the crabgrass season; and the 
third, in September, is timed to 
urge the grass to grow thick 


just when the weather is most 
favorable. 

If such a program is followed, 
and a 10-6-4 complete fertilizer 
used, the rate of application can 
be as low as 10 pounds per 1060 
square feet. 

The liquid fertilizers are much 
| in favor, and certainly easy to ap 
| 
ply. However, they are used by 
the grass very quickly, so the dur- 
ation of their effect is shorter 
than when the lawn is fed with 
dry fertilizer. They also do not 
contain as much actual plant food, 
so more frequent treatments are 
necessary. 
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Six applications are recommend- 
ed to give the same value as three 
of dry fertilizer. Nevertheless, any 
feeding program would probably 
provide considerably greater quan- 
tities of plant food than most home 
lawns have ever received before! 
TRADITIONAL TREATMENT 

After all the hoopla about soil 
conditioners, many experts have 
gone back to recommending the 
use of a material that has been 
used in agriculture as far back as 
Roman times: gypsum, or land 
plaster. 

It is most effective in loosen- 
ing compacted subsoil at depths 
below those reached by ordin- 
ary areating equipment. Most 
lawns suffer from subsoil com- 
paction and show it by the pud- 
dies that remain long after the 
rain has stopped. 

In bad spots, gypsum can be ap- 
plied as heavy as 50-75 pounds for 
each 1000 square feet in March (it 
is quite cheap). Results cannot be
